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THOUGHTS  ON  QUAKER  SYMBOLISM 

Generally,  we  think  of  the  early  Friends  (and 
later  ones,  ourselves  included)  as  a people  who 
have  put  aside  religious  rituals  and  symbols  to 
concentrate  on  the  Reality  they  stand  for.  Our 
spiritual  ancestors  saw  a genuine  danger  in  the 
outward  sign  of  the  inward  grace,  a danger  of 
substitution,  or,  if  nothing  else,  of  distraction. 
Robert  Barclay  wrote:  “What  is  symbolized  is 
present,  in  which  case  the  symbol  is  unneces- 
sary, or  absent,  in  which  case  the  symbol  is 
untruthful.” 

However,  as  Suzanne  Langer  points  out, 
symbol-making  is  the  distinctively  human 
characteristic.  In  her  book.  Philosophy  in  a 
New  Key:  A Study  in  the  Symbolism  of  Reason, 
Rite  and  Art,  she  explains  and  argues  that 
man’s  need  for  adequate  symbolization  is  as 
basic  as  his  need  for  food  and  drink,  sex  and 
shelter.  Whereas  other  animals  have  signs  which 
indicate  something  and  call  for  a practical 
response,  man  alone  has  symbols  which  repre- 
sent things,  are  vehicles  for  thought  about 
things,  and  do  not  necessarily  call  for  action. 
The  plight  of  modem  man,  as  she  sees  it,  is 
that  “we  have  lost  our  life-symbols  and  our 
actions  no  longer  have  ritual  value;  this  is  the 
most  disastrous  hindrance  to  the  free  function- 
ing of  the  human  mind.” 

The  only  hint  I have  found  of  her  theory  in 
Quaker  writing  is  in  this  sentence  on  the  sacra- 
ments (from  Faith  and  Practice,  1955):  “With 
full  appreciation  of  the  help  which  has  come 
through  the  outward  forms  to  countless  genera- 
tions of  Christians,  Friends  symbolize  by  their 
very  lack  of  symbols  the  essentially  inward 
nature  of  the  sacraments.” 

Indeed,  were  not  the  early  Friends’  testi- 
monies against  “hat  honor,”  etc.  valid  not  only 
for  the  reasons  they  gave,  but  also  as  badges  of 
membership,  symbols  of  their  being  a separate, 
peculiar  people?  Certainly  no  one  would  suggest 
that  there  was  a resurgence  of  paganism  in  17th 
century  England,  a worship  of  the  Sun,  Moon, 
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Wotan  and  Thor  that  impelled  early  Friends  to 
say  First  Day,  Second  Day,  etc.  There  was  a 
symbolic  necessity  for  the  separate  people  to 
have  a separate  language,  dress  and  customs. 
“Come  ye  apart  and  be  my  peculiar  people.” 

I think  all  this  is  well  worth  considering, 
especially  for  the  20th  Century  Friend.  He  has 
divested  himself  of  plain  dress;  his  speech  and 
most  of  his  outward  life  is  identical  with  his 
contemporary  non-Friends.  And  by  that  much 
our  Quaker  sub-culture  is  impoverished.  What 
valid,  life-sustaining  symbols  are  left  to  us? 
I suppose  the  most  meaningful  symbol  is  being 
a member  of  the  Religious  Society  of  Friends, 
“to  be  a Quaker.”  Its  meaning  will  always  be 
personal,  existential,  exactly  what  a member 
makes  it  mean. 

The  value  of  public  witness  is  almost  wholly 
symbolic.  The  sailing  of  an  “Everyman”  is  not 
going  to  halt  nuclear  testing.  The  protest  is 
sacramental  — an  outward  sign  of  an  inward 
concern. 

I have  found  Friends  generally  very  punc- 
tual. The  testimony  for  truthfulness  could  be 
served  equally  well  by  saying,  “around  eight 
o’clock,”  or  “about  seven-thirty,”  but  the  nice 
precision  of  the  ritual  would  be  missing. 

A Quaker  could  feel  that  the  reasoning  be- 
hind the  liquor-abstinence  testimony  is  not  in 
itself  persuasive  enough  to  cause  him  to  give 
up  a well-mixed  cocktail  after  a day’s  work; 
but  its  symbolic  value,  to  be  more  of  a Friend, 
might  tip  the  scale. 

Since  Friends  do  not  have  a wealth  of  re- 
ligious symbols,  it  is  especially  important  for 
families  to  develop  rituals  in  their  homes. 
Families,  with  children  especially,  have  a 
privilege  and  duty  to  develop  patterns;  in  them 
they  will  find  pleasure  and  sustenance.  Lastly, 
the  individual  must  build  more  symbols  for 
himself  than  his  given  name  and  Social  Security 
number  provide.  He  must  build  his  art  and  write 
his  own  prayers.

THE  MEANING  OF  PEACE 

In  the  language  now  so  overworked  by  the 
theologians,  I trust  that  the  “dialog”  begun  in 
your  pages  by  Samuel  Tyson,  Catherine  Bruner 
and  Madge  Seaver  will  be  continued  until  we 
all  win  through  to  some  clarification  on  the 
issues  raised.  Many  like  myself  must  yearn  for 
assured  convictions  in  those  areas  where  we 
now  are  tom  among  conflicting  appeals  for  our 
participation  and  support. 

Convinced  pacifists  are  altogether  too  small 
a group  to  be  able  to  afford  working  at  cross- 
purposes with  each  other.  Particularly  do  I 
deplore  the  amount  of  each  faction’s  resources, 
personal  and  financial,  spent  in  seeking  to 
secure  wider  support  from  those  among  us  who 
are  committed  to  some  other  approach. 

Yet  such  divisiveness  is  inevitable,  I sus- 
pect, so  long  as  we  lack  basic  agreement  on 
what  we  mean  by  peace.  Hence  I commend  to 
all  the  leaflet,  “Three  Definitions  of  Peace,” 
by  Benjamin  Seaver,  of  which  more  than  150,000 
have  already  been  distributed  by  the  Friends 
Peace  Committee,  1520  Race  Street,  Phila- 
delphia 2,  Pennsylvania  ($1  per  100). 

We  do  not  need  to  meet  the  prerequisites  for 
the  Biblical  peace  “which  passeth  all  under- 
standing” before  we  can  have  the  peace  which 
is  simply  a system  of  security  and  order  under 
law.  Still  less  do  we  need  to  end  conflict. 
Indeed,  competitive  interests  and  opinions,  if 
held  short  of  violence  (a  primary  function  of 
government)  are  major  instruments  of  advance- 
ment and  progress  in  human  relationships. 

To  state  our  problem  another  way,  we  need 
to  reach  consensus  on  the  primary  meaning  of 
war.  It  is  not  merely  violence:  it  is  the  attempt 
by  one  organized  society  of  men  to  coerce 


another  such  society  by  massed  violence.  We 
can  and  will  end  war,  thus  understood,  without 
ending  conflict  or  sporadic  recourse  to  violence. 

If  we  mean  by  peace  life  at  its  potential 
best,  then  obviously  Mr.  Tyson  is  right  in  sug- 
gesting that  it  cannot  be  gotten  “by  proxy.” 
But  if  we  accept  the  primary  denotation  of  the 
word,  what  most  persons  mean  when  they  speak 
of  living  in  a peaceful  community,  then  just  as 
patently  we  do  get  it  very  largely  by  proxy. 
Such  a peace  is  mainly  a by-product  of  good 
government. 

The  supreme  weakness  of  both  witnessers 
and  lobbyists,  in  my  judgment,  is  that  their 
activities  are  so  preponderantly  against  some- 
thing. An  old  saying  becomes  much  more  mean- 
ingful when  a couple  of  spaces  are  inserted  in 
it:  “You  can’t  beat  some  thing  with  no  thing.” 
War  is  a concrete,  highly  institutionalized  ac- 
tivity of  man;  it  can  only  be  ended  as  something 
equally  tangible  and  similarly  institutionalized 
is  put  in  its  place,  i.e.,  common  government. 

The  almost  universal  rejoinder  of  protestors 
is  that  they  are  not  exclusively  or  chiefly 
negative  because  they  are  for  peace.  This  so 
far  as  it  goes  is  a valid  position  since  in  the 
beginning  must  be  the  “Logos,”  the  idea  or 
the  word.  If,  however,  we  try  to  follow  the 
injunction  of  Jesus  that  we  be  wise  as  serpents 
as  well  as  harmless  as  doves,  we  will  act,  I 
think,  on  the  principle  that  an  intangible  must 
become  “flesh.”  Only  as  the  idea  or  the  word 
produces  adequate  tangible  instruments  can  it 
effectually  operate  either  for  or  against  another 
tangible. 

On  such  a basis  I can  only  seek  peace  with 
conviction  and  sufficient  enthusiasm  by  work- 
ing for  the  extension  of  the  benefits  and  func- 
tions of  government  to  the  world  level,  while 
standing  in  respectful  envy  before  the  persons 
who  support  their  beliefs  with  a far  more  sacri- 
ficial fervor  than  I have  ever  been  able  to  de- 
velop for  the  causes  to  which  I’m  committed.

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RUFUS  JONES  CENTENNIAL 

January  25th  marks  the  lOOth  anniversary  of  the  birth  of 
Rufus  M.  Jones.  The  Friends  World  Committee,  American 
Section,  will  mark  the  occasion  by  a special  program  about 
hirn  at  its  Annual  Meeting  in  the  Philadelphia  area  later 
this  month.  Also  in  honor  of  the  Centennial,  Wanda  Under- 
hill, of  Berkeley  Meeting,  has  reprinted  one  of  his  books, 
SPIRIT  IN  MAN.  Below  is  the  biographical  sketch  of  Rufus 
Jones  written  for  the  jacket  of  this  book  by  Agnes  H. 
Campbell  of  New  York  Yearly  Meeting. 

“This  child  will  one  day  bear  the  message 
of  the  Gospel  to  distant  lands  and  to  peoples 
across  the  sea.”  Fulfilling  this  prophecy, 
voiced  by  Rufus  Jones’  Aunt  Peace  at  the  time 
of  his  birth  in  South  China,  Maine,  in  January 
1983,  he  became  ambassador  extraordinary  with 
spiritual  portfolio  to  Friends  of  all  affiliations, 
to  leaders  in  government,  education  and  religion 
and  to  “just  people”  around  the  world. 

Rufus  Jones  graduated  from  Haverford  Col- 
lege in  1885.  He  was  a founder  and  for  years 
editor  of  the  American  Friend.  He  wrote  over 
50  books  and  a long  list  of  influential  articles. 
He  became  professor  of  philosophy  at  Haverford 
and,  in  1917,  a founder  of  the  American  Friends 
Service  Committee,  serving  as  Chairman,  carry- 
ing out  that  “service  of  love  in  wartime,”  and 
and  in  the  troubled  world  which  followed.  An 
appreciation  of  this  service  came  in  1947  when 
the  AFSC,  with  Rufus  Jones  still  close  to  all 
its  services,  shared  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize  with 
the  Friends  Service  Council  of  England.  Rufus 
Jones  participated  in  the  first  All  Friends  Con- 
ference in  1920  and  was  Chairman  of  the  Friends 
World  Conference  in  1937.  His  world  wide  lead- 
ership was  not  confined  to  Friends’  affairs.  He 
took  part  in  the  interdenominational  Laymen’s 
Foreign  Missions  Enquiry  and  the  International 
Missionary  Council’s  historic  Jerusalem  Confer- 
ence. He  served  as  a President  of  the  Federal 
Council  of  Churches  and  was  consulted  by 
other  ecumenical  groups. 

For  many  years  Rufus  Jones  was  a much 
sought  after  lecturer  and  world  traveller.  The 
diversity  of  his  gifts  made  it  possible  for  him 
to  undertake  a mission  to  Germany  in  1938  to 
try  to  mitigate  the  sufferings  of  the  Jews  and 
on  another  level  to  share  spiritual  insights  with 
Tagore  and  Gandhi. 

Rufus  Jones  could  move  worshippers  in  city 
churches  and  in  large  and  small  Friends  Meet- 
ings. He  could  make  scholarly  contributions  to 
large  assemblies  and  he  could  enliven  meetings 
and  personal  encounters  with  humor.  He  greeted 
life  and  all  men  with  radiant  outreach.  All  this 
and  much  more  were  the  fruits  of  his  creative 
living,  grounded  in  his  own  deep  mystical  con- 
victions and  experiences.  In  his  life  time  many 
could  say  “he  spoke  to  my  condition”  and 
since  his  death  in  1948  his  writings  continue 
his  mission.

Dear  Friends, 

I look  forward  eagerly  to  each  new  Bulletin 
with  news  and  ideas  from  some,  at  least,  of 
you.  I miss  the  contacts  I had  with  Friends,  but 
life  here  in  the  village  and  the  camp  is  full  of 
joys  and  satisfactions  as  well  as  frustrations. 

Year-round  community  service  work  is  very 
different  from  summer-camp  work,  where  the 
results  are  largely  visible.  Here  we  deal  more 
with  intangibles,  like  trying  to  develop  initia- 
tive in  the  boys’  club,  and  getting  the  local 
town  improvement  committee  in  touch  with  the 
right  authorities  to  complete  their  new  school. 

But  there  is  one  place  we  surely  have  the 
advantage:  we  have  a most  lively  and  dedicated 
group  of  campers  who  can  live  together  long 
enough  to  rub  off  a lot  of  edges  and  to  learn  to 
function  in  harmony.  The  only  camper  I think 
you  know  is  Darryl  Davis,  who  is  invaluable 
because  of  his  excellent  Spanish,  his  knowledge 
of  the  town  and  its  surroundings,  his  practical 
work  with  the  chickens  and  bees,  and  his  gift 
of  friendliness  with  children.  The  others  come 
from  New  York  and  Michigan,  from  Sweden  and 
Peru,  from  Brazil  and  Tlaxcala,  Mexico!  We  are 
learning  to  sing  “Happy  Birthday”  in  four 
languages ! 

We  have  had  the  opportunity  to  worship 
several  times  with  Friends  of  Mexico  City  Meet- 
ing, where  we  now  have  sojourning  membership. 
I also  met  with  the  committee  to  plan  the  next 
“reunion”  of  all  Mexican  Friends  next  April  in 
Ciudad  Victoria.  I hope  we  will  see  a represent- 
ative from  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  there,  too. 

My  best  wishes  to  you  all.

JAPAN  YEARLY  MEETING 

Below  is  the  commentary  of  the  Bruners  on  Japan  Yearly 
Meeting,  held  at  Mito  on  November  10-11.  Following  this, 
our  Friends  in  the  Orient  spent  a week  in  Korea,  then  re- 
turned to  Japan  to  spend  some  time  in  Hiroshima.  Their 
report  on  experiences  in  these  latter  places  will  appear 
next  month. 

The  Friends  at  Mito,  two  hours  north  of 
Tokyo,  had  wondered  whether  they  could  accom- 
modate the  record  number  of  Friends  attending 
Japan  Yearly  Meeting  (sound  familiar?),  but 
they  did,  smoothly  and  hospitably.  Sunday  lunch 
was  served  to  115  persons;  there  are  some  200 
members  in  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

“The  Social  Responsibility  of  Friends”  was 
the  theme  of  Yearly  Meeting.  As  the  discussion 
was  interpreted  to  us,  we  realized  Japanese 
Friends  have  problems  we  have  not  had:  those 
remaining  patterns  of  feudalism  that  are  not 
quickly  eliminated  from  customs.  The  Clerk 
expressed  himself  as  feeling  that  democracy 
was  insecurely  rooted  in  Japan.  Friends  spoke 
of  the  need  to  be  free  of  conformity  for  its  own 
sake,  the  need  to  be  honest  in  human  relations, 
and  the  need  to  “speak  truth  to  power”  and  to 
support  those  standing  for  truth  and  justice. 
We  were  reminded  of  the  first  evening  session 
of  our  Yearly  Meeting,  and  a point  came  at 
which  it  seemed  right  to  speak  of  our  own  exer- 
cise. Japanese  Friends  seemed  appreciative. 
Their  Epistle  reflects  this  discussion,  and 
toward  the  close  says,  as  we  have  it,  “We  are 
a communion  of  saints  as  well  as  a fellowship 
of  sinners.  We  must  fulfill  our  responsibilities.” 

The  presence  of  Frances  Elkinton  Stokes 
instead  of  the  cable  usually  sent  by  the  Japan 
Committee  of  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting,  and 
the  fact  that  the  Philadelphia  Epistle  was  re- 
ceived in  Japanese  translation  kept  us  aware 
of  the  special  relation  between  Japan  and 
Philadelphia.  It  was  the  coming  of  Philadelphia 
missionaries  which  established  and  nourished 
Quakerism  in  Japan.  Ira  DeA.  Reid  of  Haver- 
ford,  a German  Friend  from  Hamburg,  and  all 
five  Curriers  from  Palo  Alto  were  the  other 
Westerners  present. 

The  Clerk,  Toyotaro  Takemura,  who  is  head 
of  the  Economics  department  of  Toyo  Univer- 
sity, presided  with  grace,  humor,  and  dispatch. 
A table  bell  kept  Friends  from  speaking  too 
long  (an  idea  for  us?). 

In  the  closing  meeting  for  worship,  the  most 
moving  words  came  from  a girl  who  said  she 
was  not  a member  but  a seeker,  who  felt  that  as 
she  had  listened  to  what  they  had  had  to  say  on 
speaking  and  living  with  truth,  she  had  found 
what  she  was  seeking.  Yearly  Meeting  closed 
with  the  singing  of  “God  Be  with  You  till  We 
Meet  Again.”
